Ch one occasion the accused forced 
prisoner of war n e Hoog, who had been brought into camp on a cart suffering from• 
hemorrhages, to walk to the barracks without assistance. This prisoner died 
sevei a days later (F. 276 , 277); Prisoner of war Tromo was beaten several times 
by accused, us 3n g a bamboo stick, with which he hit hiraas many as twenty times 
over the head and face. On one occasion the prisoner was put in a cell by the ' 
accused and forced to remain there until the next day when'he was ordered to 
?^oi •< and refused treatment. On another occasion approximately thirty-nine pris- 
oners were suffering from cramps after eating shrimo when accused forced them 
to get up, then lined them up in formation and beat them severaLy. He permitted 
eighteen to remain in canto the next day and ordered twenty-one to go to work.■ 
Nine of those going to v> T ork. returned to camp. On this occasion Murakami, Saito 
and Okada ordered these thirty-nine prisoners suffering from dysentery to line 
ud, diviaed them into groups and forGed them to dig holes inside the .camp. On 
one occasion accused forced forty prisoners who were suffering from'beriberi 
and unable'to work to report to the mine for work (R. 34 to 38, 276, 277, 278; 

Ex, 13, 16, 17). On another occasion the accused ordered Gerson, a prisoner of 
war suffering with chronic diarrhea and beriberi, to work until March 1945 when 
the nrisoner died from pneumonia and other ailments' (R. 293; Ex. 7).

As to Sp ecificatio n 1 : 'The accused wras identified as the 
representative of the mining company employing prisoners of war. He wa.s in 
charge of - the clothing and supply issue for the mining company.

who was suffering from beriberi, collapsed' on his way to work and vias returned 
to camp. Accused sew him being carried by Lt. "^thycombe and another prisoner 
of war, and struck him across the shoulders six or eiaiht times wifh a bamboo 
fighting stick (R. 76, 194, 195).

the prisoners with their fighting sticks (R, 75, 76, 194).

prisoners were suffering from beriberi. After knocking the prisoners to the 
ground, Yamamoto struck them several times in the neck and chest (R. 76, 197;

As to Specification 6 : On numerous occasions between 10 Septem¬ 
ber 1944 end 19 May 1945, accused removed food and provisions from the prisoner of 
war camp, using prisoners Flynn and Morrissey to haul the food to an,air raid 
shelter at his home (R. 47, 48, 49, 200, 203, 204).

(Fx, 28), The accused beat prisoner of war Ledingham across the face vdth a 
bayonet belt, about twenty-five times, then took the prisoner to the f rant office 
where he ordered about a dozen or more other prisoners of war in the working 
party to slap Ledingham in the face four times (Fx. 5> 20, p. ;). 

As to Spec ification 2: On numerous occasions accused beat and 
struck Dutch and Australian prisoners of war with his belt and a stick. He was 
knovm by the name of "Buck Teeth" (R. 207, 208; Fx. 5; 6; 20, p. 3).

As to Specification 1: The accused via s identified as one of 
the civilian employees of the Sumitomo Company. Between 25 June 1943 and 
15 August 1945, a.ccused beat Stralen, van Hamme and Rietveld, Dutch prisoners 
of war, over the buttocks with- a hammer handle'about' two feet long, and slapped 
each of their faces. The prisoners vie re suffering from beriberi .and tired'very 
quickly. Accused would then beat them- over'the head and back with a stick and- 
kick them to force them back to work (Fx. 6, p. 1; 8; 12; 28; R. 629-630). 

As to Specification 2: On many,occasions accused beat and 
struck Hushes, an Australian prisoner of war, over the head.vdth a pick handle, 
knocking him to the ground and kicking him while he was down (Fx. 6, p. 2; 22).

As to Specificatio n 2 : Oka and Suzuki ordered the surplus of 
food to be re/roved from the kitchen storeroom and stored in the guard room. 
Murakami and Tanimoto watched while the prisoners of war carried the food from 
the P 1 " kitchen to the guard room (R. 243). Oka left the P"- r camp once with a 
cartload of food which had been transferred from the kitchen (R. 49, 200 to 204).

As to the A. luinnett (A. 702), he was transferred from ' ,r aroane Camp to 
Niihama Camp suffering with beriberi. Treatment was given and med¬ 
icines on hand and that which was obtained was used to treat Pin- 
nett. He became weaker and finally died July 1945. ^rom 18 Pay to 
date of death he was in tao• hospital (R. 705-707). V'hen W suffering 
from beriberi aad recovered, accused would send them to work doing 
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light dut] r (R. 707, 708). Coupe was sutiering from beriberi. ' He was given treat¬ 
ment but failed to recover. It was believed he died from heart failure caused 
fi om beriberi (R. 711,- 712). Sullivan was mentally-deranged, and’ it was presumed 
he was suffering from malaria, accused-was -not* versed on malaria. Sullivan went - 
to work with the rest of the F'\ He worked four mr five days. , Captain Hinder, 

F doctor, was treating Sullivan. He could have hospitalized any patient at any 
time he thought proper as full authority was given him.by accused. (R. 715). There 
was a suspicion that Sullivan had syphilis. Accused testified Sullivan died from 
dementia* paralytica (R. 715). Kyara (R. 717) was examined by the accused in-Septem¬ 
ber 1914, he was carried into camp, suffering from malnutrition and intestinal 
c-tarrh. F ,r Doctor Hinder thought he had amoebic dysentery (R. 715-718). His 
stools were examined but that condition was not found (R. 720). ; Request was made 
to the accused for emetine but this medicine was not available at the camp or at 
the hospital,’ in October a supply arrived and was given to FT doctor for treatment 
of Hyam who recovered slightly. Accused stated he believed the cause of his death 
was from enteritis (R. 72l). Hyam. was in* the hospital from his arrival at camp 
until his death,(R. 722). Mataar ’ms suffering from beriberi. He recovered and 
was sent to work (R, 722). Mataar returned from work with a cold. He was permitted, 
to rest in camp. Symptoms of pneumonia were noticed 26 December. There were other 
cases in camp at this time. The FT doctor was using some sulfa drugs which he had 

brought with him to camp. There were no other sulfa drugs present in camp, /.t* no 

time did he send sick F' T to work (R. 724). If F* r recovered from their sickness, 
accused vrould. send them out for li*ht duty (R. 724). During all these treatments, 

the P’ T doctor was attending to the sick F" (R. 725). Valpied was treated for 

pleurisy, he recovered and was doing only light work (R. 726, 733, 740). On 
16 December Valpied came to sick call, he had chickonpox and remained in the 
hospital until 27 December. He was never sent out of camp for work after he 
recovered from chickenpox (R. 729). He was suffering from pellagra which increased 
and. he died on 27 Januar^r from beriberi and pellagra, which caused heart failure 
(R. 730). Saito did not know that Valpied was in the guardhouse until Kishiyama 
advised him about the case (RF*73l). At no time did the FT doctor request Saito 
to hospitalize the PW (R. 731). Because of the shortage of food and medicines as 
the war increased it created a, condition that may have caused the P" T to suffer 
(R. 732 to 759). On cross-examination Saito stated he requested the PF Doctor 
Finder to give Mm a letter, this letter was never given (R. 733). Accused denied 
that he disagreed with the F7 doctor as to F'' being sent to work by him and that 
the’* - always agreed on who should do light or heavy work (R. 735-736). His work 
was to cooperate with the P™ doctor, and to advance the health of the F'l. He 
always worked, with Hinder and listened to his reports on sick FT. He never ad¬ 
vised sending P ,,r to work who ’ere unable to walk and were hauled in a hand cart 
(R. 735), or send FT with beriberi swellings from their feet up into their stomach 
to, work (R. 749). Accused stated that on five occasions h. saved the lives of F' r 
by operating on them and givin" them proper medical care (R. 763-764). Nl'shi; r fma 
had no authority to determine which F‘ r would rest in camp. Kishiyama obeyed 
Salto's orders and heeded Dr. Finder's request (R. 767, Ex. B, C, D, H, J, V, X, 

EE, r/I, VH, II, I'D', 00). 


Kishiyama, one of the accused,. ha.vine been warned, and advised as to 
his rights as a witness testified that he and F' r Doctor Hinder attended sick, 
call (R. 923 , 925). Accused handled the dispensation of medicines and keeping 
of records. Ha was assistant to Saito and the Japanese medical non-com (R. 926). 
The decision as to sick F ,T status was left up to F' T doctor (R. 926, 927). At 

the daily sick call in the afternoon Saito would review F' r doctor’s report and 

make examinations of sick PF caller to his attention, Saito and the doctor would 
then* decide as to sick patients' status (R. 927, 128). F* T Coupe reported to sick 
call, F*' doctor allowed him to rest. Saito also marked him light duty (R. 931, 
932, 958). F' r Sullivan was suffering from .malaria, and was permitted to rest in 
camp. Accused told him at one sick call that he was to rest and it wad not neces¬ 
sary that Saito examine him (R.-933). Accused was not asked by Dr. Finder for 
permission to hosoitalize Sullivan, this authority had been riven to the F’ r 
doctor. 'He learned from FT doctor that Sullivan was sent to the hospital (R. 933, 
934, 959, 954). Accused wvc F“ Harris medical first aid, strapped his fractured 
arm to 3 stick, and was taken to the hosed ta-l for an X-ray and then to camp’. The

released from confinement, he contracted chickenpox, was kept in camo and did not 
' 3 i „ medicines were not refused for his treatment. The PM doctor was taking 

care of Valpiod and at no time did he ask for medicine and was refused. Saito 
was called about the case and instructed camphor be used and■ValDied»s chest 
cooied. This report was given to the,F" doctor (R. 939, 943, 959). The accused 
did. everything possible to help the P ,T and extended a few special favors to them 

a 1S „ 0Ur *5 dut: '' ^ the P " Cemp (R. 945). Itiya.vmki told accused 

and F doctor T ihero are too mny patients” and the F ,,;r doctor may have sent sick 
F’ T to work because of this remark (R. 956 , Rx. L, X).

Accused Tanimoto, having been advised as to his rights as a. vdtness 
(R.,u30j, testified that Suzuki, Yamamoto and himself punished F' T Metz for'steal¬ 
ing rice, They hit him for about five minutes with fencing gloves (R. 382, 896 , 
897). He. found F’ Duckworth with about fifty cigarettes and "talked with him but 
d.iu not ait 'Tim with fe'nc.ing gloves (R. 882, 383, 902). Murakami a.dvised that 
the two F ,T officers should be "unished. He struck each across the shoulders 
twice (R. 884, 885, 903). Accused denied that he struck ten P*'l for not saluting 
(R. 335, 336). He struck F’ fuigley across the face twice for selling a pair of 
leggings a.nd saying *• April • Fool" . The camp commander T! uraka_mi ordered him con¬ 
fined for two days (R. 336, 904). Accused denied that he ever .misappropriated 
any food belonging or furnisher' for the use of the F T . The rice bales, moved 
from one. place in the camp to another, was used for the P" (?,. 387-890, 896 , 

399, 90S, 909). P T " Steinhowzen refused to do any work after Irviag been assigned 
several jobs because he had broken ’’is glasses. Accused became irritated and 
struck him across the shoulders with a. bamboo fighting stick (R. 890, 891). 

Accused stated, that ’liynwaki, during his investiy ti on of the sugar stealing by 
the seven P‘ T , drove a boot awl through one P w »s hand, the FT did not say a v;ord. 
Mur.-ka.mi came to the office arW talked vdth ’iyawaki, told him to finish the 
investigation but not to do anything too rash, and left the camp. lieutenant 
Senderson then came in with P r Metz and Richards. They were later taken to the' 
guardhouse. Mi yaw aid. then vitbirew all Red Cross packages from the F" (R. 893, 

394, 905, 908, lx. L, FF). 


The accused Okada, having been advisee and informed by the Commission 
and.' defense counsel as to his rights a.s a witness, elected to be sworn and 
testify in his own behalf (R. 536). He was born in the United States where he 
finished high school. Fe came to Japan to study in January 1939. His parents 
remained in the United States, after the wer they returned to Japan (R. 587). 
Accused denied that he ever beat F ,r d.e Foog, Moll, or Van der La.eg (R. 589, 590). 
The prisoners who stole soa.n from the canteen we re brought before accused 
’'uraka.mi and. during two days 1 herrings they confessed and were put in the guard¬ 
house for two to five '’ays (R. 591-595). He never at any time beat FT Duncke.erts 
or Hengst (R. 595). Accused stated he a.t no time bo- t van Haeften or Ottcn 
(R. 595-596). He never struck P' r Ur. Hansen (R. 597). The accused denied 
generally that he beat or abused an 1r P' r , but tried to help them b3 r having church 
services, furnished phonograph records and planted shrubs in the prison yard; 
he out gold fish in the pond. F’ v Valpied was caught stealing rice by Murakami. 
Punishment was given bv confinement in the guardhouse without clothes and food 
(R. 600-601), He discovered no dangerous working conditions at either of the 
plants where F ,r worked (R. 604-609). Accused admitted that he slapped PM Mbnstor 
for stealing soap and F'T Csttonburg for carrying cigarettes and matches into the 
mine, and another P" for stealing egg riant and also carrying cigarettes and 
matches - into the mine (R. 610), He never heard of Beppu striking FT Bouwman, 
Stra.len, Van Hamme or Rietveld (R. 612). He never received any complaints 
against Kondo or Shiras aya. Accused Saito never asked him to interpret for him. 
He was present when Murakami made investigations, but he never did see him slap 
or abuse any F" (R. 613, Fx. 0, t, v, v , SO, "u, JT, RR, HU, W, I). 
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Y AMAM OTO . _ 

Yamamoto , . one oi the accused, having been warned of his rights as a 
witness (R, 977) testificc that while at the railway station F' r Souz ran out of 
i cUiks.^ like he was trying to cross the tracks. Accused embraced him but did not 
hit him (R. 980). . He did hit pr Metz for stealing rice (R. 9S1). The beating 
lasted five-pr six minutes. The blow-s were severely administered for the offense 
of stealing (R. 982,., Accused stated he hit one P'T for loss of some clothing, 
that he struck him several times as punishment (R; 983). He did not beat or ' 
abuse numerous other F’ as alleged (R. 933, Ex. L, EEj ICK). 


SUZUKI 


or.:, ilci, one of the accused, having been advised as to his rights as 
? v:itness ( a'. 909)^ testified that he was a civilian employee of the army^ that 
he did not strike Pt T Prescott as alleged; he liked Prescott and gave him .extra 
foods (R. 911, 918, 919). He did not remember Eaton, an Australian FT, whom he 
vnas alleged to have struck with a bamboo fighting stick during the month of March 
(3* 911, 912). He jqined in punishing F T Metz for the rice stealing, he used 
fencing gloves on his hands to administer the punishment for five or six minutes- 
(R. 912). He did not recall striking the ten unidentified P'T as alleged (R. 913 , 
920). Accused stated he had Yarned PP to take care of their clothing"and not 
lose it. He struck one F" five or six' times for loss of issued' clothing but 
did not remember his name (R. 913, 9H, 920). Accused testified that he never 
appropriated F tr food to his own use, that one time he left a bale of rice in his 
home overnight because the mill was closed; next da.v he took this bale of rice 
and had it. polished, it ws then returned to the FT camp. Ho used P'T twice to- 
dig an air raid shelter at his home and had firewood"from the company forest 
gathered and taken to his home (R. 915-917, 921, 922, Zx. L, V). 


CH IP-AE AY'A 

Shirasaya, one of the accused, was duly sworn and advised of his 
rights. He testified that he started working P"' from October 1944 to July 1945 
(R. 636 ), He struck one P”f with a. belt because he picked food out of the rubbish 
dump (R. 637, 638 )., He obtained extra, rations of food, for the P" r , he had hot 
boiling water for their use (R. 638). He never worked at the Yamane ’lines -and 
did not know F r Oooper (R. 639). Slapping F" was for correction and not willful 
abuse (R. 640). -On one occasion he permitted the P' T to remain in the mess hall 
beca.usc of ra.in. Thc’ r could.not work and, instead of returning them to camp, 
he permitted them to enjoy the rest (R. 641 , Ex. ", O, "4 AA, DD, EE, GG). 

FEPPU 

The accused Beppu, having been advised \s to his rights a.s a witness 
(R. 626 ), testified in his own behalf (R. 626). He with others boat P' ,T Stralen 
(R. 628-629). Accused stated that the boating of Stralen, Van Ha.mme and 
Rietvold was administered' for stealing molasses from the companv, the FT asked 
to be punished by the guards (R. 629-630 and Ex. 6 of Pros.). He did not know 
F" Hushes. He kicked a box from under F' ? Bowman, slr n ped him on the shoulder 
and scolded'him (R. 63 O). He struck only two more prisoners as described in 
Pros. "Ex. 6, but no others. He helped F** obtain vegetables, he furnished them 
curry poatier and sweet potatoes - (R. 631 , 632). Qn cross-exa Ti-nation accused 
stated he carried a pick handle, which fit into a 15-pound hammer (R. 632). 
Accused denied that he always had the pick handle when F' r reported for work. 

He did not remember striking F” Hughes on the head and knocking him down. He 
never knocked any of the F* T to the ground (R. 633). Be stated that he caused 
four F’ r to be. struck across the buttocks vith a pick handle, that he himself hit 
them Across the buttocks with the wick handle and. across the right cheek with 
a strap (R. 660-662). This punishment was for correction and not administered 
as abuse (R, 663, Ex. P, 0, DD, "E}.

t no trie other F was not in the rir r’aid shelter daring an air raid (? L . 655 656 ) 
Accused stated he at-no time struck a F" with a. bayonet belt across his face. 

e company furnished supolcnionta.l food to the P T , On occasions he took the Fv 
swimming. He did not treat the F’ vdth ma.lice or hatred at any time (r. 659 ). 

He.carried the nick hapdlc with the strap attached for protection during air 
raids against the F'. T in event of anv disturbances (R. 659 , 660, Ex. F, M, pq).

, onc accused, having been v>: rnod of his rights as a witness 

j-H* 990 J, stated that he saw t^o F" outside his office, one looked like he had 
been hit in the face. He-took him to the F' r doctor. He did not striko either 
one of the two F' T (R, 991, 992). He did not misanpropriate any of the FV rations 
as charged (R. 992, Ex. L, U). 


FDUI 

Accused Hira.i, having been advised as to his rights as a witness 
(R. 366,, testified that he struck F r de Vries once with his open hand on the 
left cheek (R. 369). He did not see Tanimoto strike F‘ T Stcinhouzen or Suzuki 
striko F r Prescott (R. 368, 369). During the investigation a.s to the suga.r 
stealing he saw Miyawski strike F ,r "ithycombe with a bamboo fighting stick over 
the head and shoulders five or six times. He saw Miyryrki put'a splinter be¬ 
tween the fingers of one F" and make him sit over an electric hot plate and 
drive a boot awl through the webbing of the hand of another P r . Neither of the 
F< r made any noise at the time (R« 372, 377), F' r Lieutenant Sanderson made only 
one request and that was to visit the mine. Hir-i passed it to-Sergeant Miyav/aki 
who refused the request. It was not made to Murakami (R. 374). FMicutonrnt 
withveombe requested that their netting up in the -rorning. on rest days be de¬ 
layed, Sergeant Fdyavaki extended it one hour (R. 874). F’ r Captain Hinder 
requested th't the relief supplies be returned to sick F' r , which siya.wa.ki refused. 
All decisions on the reorests were denied by yirraki on the spot (R. 875). No 
requests from the F' T officers wore made at r time ’..hen ’lirrkatd vos present in 
camp (R. 879, Ex. I). 

• Iwrtada Kondo, identified Ex. CC (R. 623 ). He w-s an -J.eetrician 

at the Sumitomo Pesshi Mina, Oh sever"l occasions the electricity waF off and 
the F’ r would have to walk (R. 624). The current would he off about two to three 
hours at a time. This occurred about four times (R. 625 ). , 

Sumio Okahata, identified Ex. DD (R. 643). He testified that he 
was labor section chief of the Sumitomo '-fining Comomy who' obtained authority 
from the.Ministry of " r a.r to use P" T labor. The camp commandant Murakami advised 
that he received orders to make the camp a dispatch camp (R. 643 ). Because 
of the company's failure to furnish or obtain sufficient food, the F" health 
was lowered and they became unfit physically to work in the mines. The P‘ T were 
later transferred back to th- army administration (R. 644 ). 
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Tsutcmu Yamamoto,.identified Ex. -SB, .end stated -he was in charge of 
1-bor section of the Sumitomo Mining Company (E, 646 ).. .Accused JJurrJcrnd request¬ 
ed the com pony furnish extra food re. t ions-: hich they did to P' r end also gave Ff • 
yAio were good workers extra gloves, socks, end towbls *(R. 643). f In his statement, 
the vdtness stated Murakami was -n understanding person but strict, he would 
inspect the mine day or night end ar.de requests for -necessary improvements. 

He threatened to stop F" from world.ng unless the company completed a laundry 
room, water pool for fire prevention, shoe and clothing repair shop and other 
items requested, Shirrsrya was very diligent and was -especially kind towards 
the F-. Hondo was known as a ma.n of few words and a conscientious worker. Boppu 
was especially kind' towards F T . Ho helped, them got curry powder, vegetables and 
rice bran (Dcf. Ex, EE). 

Shizuo Mild., identified Ex* FF (R. 650). He testified that' accused 
’Murakami talked with the company, employees on 13 March 1945 after which n. docu¬ 
ment as to conduct of. F' r was drawn up, and posted (R. 651). The company helped 
purchase vitamins...for -the F' r when beriberi increased rmorig the F’, r . Yamamoto 
was third- in rank at the F !T Camp, working for the company, he asked to gather 
pine needles from the company forest for use as firewood (R. 652), He never 
heard of Kr.wr.ba.tr striking FT. 

• Major Hill, Medical Corps, US/, testified and answered hypothetical 
questions nortaining to treatment of persons suffering vdth malaria, dysentery, 
and hemorrhage of the-bowels; he testified as to treatment and possible outcome 
(R..435-441).• These ouostions Pertained to the death of de Hcog and Sullivan, 

Hirok-r Okadr, sister of accused Oka da, testified she was born at 
Pacific City, ’’Vshington, US' (R. 441). She came to Japan 22 August 1941. 

Accused vs attending school -nd later vrs drafted into the army. Accused 
wrote his sister a. letter stating his cUsire to treat F r with kindness and do 
all he could for th-:.ir good ( p . 44?). 

Suematsu Kazumoto testified he had prepared a renort showing tho 
amount of medicine his company Ird provided to the F". The itemized'list was 
received as Defense Exhibit C, The vitness stated he never hoard complaints ns 
to shortage of medicines for tr. 'ta-.nt of F’ T (R. 443-451). 


Srburo Tnkec'a, identified th< affidavit he made prior to trial. It 
was received as Defense Exhibit D (R. 452)* The witness mas tho doctor for the - 
Yrmie Hospital who examined the sick F" at the 1300 hour sick call. There were 
no complaints mado to him, about Srito or Murakami that ho examined stools for 
P T ’ r Dr. Hinder at his request. Mo requests .for medicines vxro made by Fait 0 to 
the Yrmie- Hospital (R. 459, 460),. The vdtness stated he never sent P" r suffering 
with b.triberi to work but permitted them to rest in camp (R. 468). Sending them, 
to work was dangerous to their health, they could, not do good work (R. 463). 
Beriberi was prevalent t Yamanc, Camp (Ex. D-). 

Ob a Tf umagoro, identified Ex. F, which was received in evidence 
(R. 471). Ho testified’ho worked about forty-eight P' r cutting nails, some 
F' r worked in the garden, about ten percent h~d be rib-- ri, others worked at 
machines and. as mess boys ,(R. 472). - F r rcre, given numbers for assignment as to , 
light duty, skilled or heavy duty (R. 475). Civilian mur.rds brought the F" from 
the F' r camp to the slant. . ’'ur'ka.mi *dvised th't it rs 11 right to hand out 
punishment, but prior to this t~lk, the brders -rra not to punish F'. The 
guards "nd foreman were'to -ct. ~s- the represent - tivos of the c.'tip commander and 
-dministcr punishment where thev thought- neeess~ry (R. 476). Y" rere beaten in 
his presence (R. 478), Beppu beat one F‘ r on his instructions 'nd the P.7 sc.cmud 
to w.-alk a little lame (R. 479), Hirai c-'jic to the plant to investigate, He rs 
told "bout. it. He saw Hondo carr”- a special loath-- r strap. He did not see him 
use it on P’ r (R. 471-432). 


Aki.rr Kimur-, identified. Exhibit G, as being his, written statement 
m'de prior to trial (R. 483). Ho stated he was responsible for the factory 
where. the F.7 ’.priced and accused Murakami.'was responsible for the camp. He was 
acquainted with Hondo, one of the -reused who worked at the plant. He never, 
heard of Hondo abusing any of tho P 1 ” (R. 485). The company provided protective 
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eye glrsscs, and medicines were obtained from the Sumitomo Hospital end the 
Sumitomo Laboratory (R. 497). Requests for medicines were never refused. 


"tanabe, identified Ex. I (,R. 437). He saw- one F" deed with 
his leg cut off rnd one with fingers cut rnd mashed (R. 438, 489). He treated 
several'during the time for injuries from felling rock rnd landslides. The 
" doctor, did not know if any prisoners were suffering from beriberi 


7°sushi Nishimura, identified Ex. J (R, 492), Persons were injured 
from sulphuric a.cid. There were about ten cases yhere entire bodies wore burned 
(R. 493). The surgery department treated them. He.stated Ex. K disclosed the 
medicine furnished by the hospitrl to the ermp (R. 494). 

Ozrki Yrsutr.ro, identified Ex. M (R. 493). He remembered PI Coupe 
?t sick prrrde. Coupe vts sent into tho grrden to taork two or three days end ' 
sent out for r time on light wo»k (R. 499). P" r Dr. Hinder gave Coupe vitr.mins, 
rice brrnd, wheat brerd, rcetrtc solution rnd brerd (R, 500). P^ Dr. Hinder rnd 
Dr. Hrnsen were given the right to send P T * r to the hospitrl. Medicines when . 
requested by themwere furnished (H, 501). Accused Saito authorized the witness 
to give F’ r doctor sulfadiazine for treatment of P" (R. 502). On one occrsion 
he observed ? P ,f being treated for burns. He would excuse rll P” T from work 
recommended by F’ r Dr. Hrnsen (R. 504). Witness stated he never srv; or heard of 

r F" being berten or trertod for such injuries. He hrd scon F' T Dr. Hrnsen tract 

F" for bums. Che time the burns were on the lower parts of tho body. He.never 
sr.w Oka.da bert rny F" (R. 504). Saito decided what P’" vtould ride to work in 
the hrnd errt (R. 505). Saito rlso determined what F* r would do light duty. 

The witness never refused medicines,when they were requested (R. 510). 

’'Vkazono testified as an engineer of the comp-ny s to the construc¬ 
tion of timbering which was r protection to the .mine (R, 514-553). Ho sew 
Nishiyrjnr. treat the P’” who -ts injured. He did not herr him scrcrm (R. 536) 
or see him strike the F’R Tho witness stated he saw no F' r who appeared to have 
beriberi the first dry of vrark in September 1944, but in February 1945, he sent 
F' r with beriberi to do light work in the mine (R. 542). F' r who were in lr.tcr 
months sent to the mine were physically work,, but wore not unsuitable for work 
in the mine (R. 544). • • 

Kon Hrjime, a mining engineer, .stated the P rT working in the mine 

were not subjected to conditions vhich affected their health (R. 553). The 

mine'was r safe place to work (R. 555). He did not sec rny F' T who appccred 
sick, srv: no swollen legs, a few may have looked v.'ork (R. 556.). FT did not 
show malnutrition (R. 557;. 

Krtsuyrshi Hamada, identified Ex. V (R, 553.). Ho was in charge 
of finance and. other records and vtas in charge of Red Cross supplies. Yamamoto 
was a conscientious and. gentle sort of r person, he was a mess sergeant-(R, 559). 
There were no Red Cross medical supplies sent to Yamie, only food supplies. 

Okadr. was the interpreter for Murakami and visited the plant on official business 
many times a week (R. 560). 

■ ' Kazu Mori, identified Ex. X (R. 562). At Miihama there was a supply 

of emetine, vMch was available to the P T-T doctor, /'bout twenty applications 
wore given to the F' T (R. 562). If request for medicine had been made, it would 
have been approved, but as to trianon Saito had to approve the issuance of that 
medicine. There were seven boxes of Red Cross medicines in camp. The F. r also 
provided half of the money to buy medicines. Decision as to who was to work or 
remain in camp was decided by Saito -"nd the FT camp .doctor (R. 566 , 569). 

Okada talked harsh -to the P’' T . 

' Michio Tf 'atanabc, identified Ex.Y, stated that he was being held 
s a. war criminal. He vrrs advised-as to his rights as a witness by the 
Commission (R. 570-572). He testified that the Branch Camp Commandant had 
command of the guards and F’ T as to work. He never observed any Japanese 
striking P‘ T during his eleven months at the camp. No restrictions wore mr.de 
as to opening medical supplies. He never saw Okado strike a F' T (R. 574). 
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Takeshi •etnh^oe, - identified Ex, PB (R. 504) • He recalled treating 
c-. F'’’ for fractures. He did not see any bruises, ho report was ‘Tir.de that 
Nishiyamn best the FY, • * ' 


_ . ■ Takeo Yasui, head pharmacist of Bcsshi Hospital (R. 691), identified 

• iX * '•/» testiiled on cross-examination and stated his hospital furnished some 
medicine to the Yemen e Camp Hospital, He did not remember v-hen he Inst furnished 
BBircuio for treatment of pneumonia, that in 1944 medicine was hard to obtain r

Akira Fuji!, identified Ex. HH (R. 693)» He testified that Ok a,da. 
and himself did not lino sick P Tr up and make them strike ea.ch other, that the 
sick P • vno Wa brought to camp on a cart was at the time taken to the dispensary 
and later died (R. 694). . , 


4. Errors and Irregularities: 


A®. spioiStcr.tions a gains t the thirteen accused : 


(a) There are no errors or irregularities apoc-ring in the record 
of trial which injuriously affect .my substantial rights of any of the ’thirteen 
accused. The record of trial discloses that the trial was held without pertinl- 
ity, and adequate opportunity was given to each of the accused to pro sent any 
natters in his individual defense that he might desire, , The accused wore ably 
represented by counsel, and c.-ch accused fully cooper-tod in his defense. There 
is no evidence that any of tbo accused"were insane or otherwise incompetent at 
the time of the trial or at the time of the alleged dffenses. Insanity was not 
an issue. 


(b) There; h~va been no questions raised in the record that were 
not decided by the Commission tu-on the hearing of the c arid unco presented. Two- 
thirds of the members of the Commission present at the time trio findings wore 
arrived at and. the sentence imposed concurred in the result, ■ 


(c) The various objections and. motions ’hich - wrc.made during the 


trial were ruled upon by the lew member of the Commission, and his .rulings there¬ 
on cannot be said to V. prejudicial to the rights of any of the thirteen accused. 
There is sufficient legal evidence in the record of tri-1 which in itself supports 
the findings of the Commission in vims of the compollirr evid :ncu of guilt

Phc errors and irregularities appearing in the record of trial, and the alleged 


errors c-lle-d to the attention of the reviewing authority in defense couns’ol‘s 
motions and briafs filed herein, 're not deemed prejudicial to any of the accused. 
There rope -r to be no .mitiw ting circumstances -nd no justification for the crimes 
committed by the accused as alleged in the specifications noon which each accused 
v-'s- s-n-r.-tol- found guiltv (*>. 1^1-153, 19S, 199, 752, 3Ob'* 312, 314, 331, 413, 
415, id 7, 1009-1014), 


(d) Hearsay and. opinion evidence wm-e objected to. in numerous 
instances throughout the trial. All t.Vou objections were properly overrul 'd, 
since such evidence may be admitted .unl-i"p-r-gr-gh 5(d)(1), CCiP Ro-ul'tions 
Oovwrning Trials of Accused ”'ar Criminals, 5 Rec-ibar 1945, provided only that 
it bo, relevant nd of some probative value. The rogul tion.s cited ere legal 
rnd. conform to the established wr-cticc in trials by militar" commissions 
(Application of Yamashita, 66, S. 9t. 342; nd cx perto luirin 317, U,S. 1. 

63 Ct. 2; Fair man. The J —. of Martial Rule, 276, 2.77 } Case Rocket Ho. 124, 
Rato; Case Pocket No. 97, Fukaui; Case Pocket Ho. 39, Pi-rate). 


(c) The various objections raised, and the alias..d errors complained 
of by the defense counsel in his : -oil- prepared motion and brief filed herein on 
behalf of the thirteen accused, -nd the legal questions propounded nc! fully 
anal,yzcd therein have been carefully considered bv the reviewer. In vice- of 
the foregoing citations and the established rules of procedure -nd practices 
provided by 5>CAP rogulrtions for tri-ls before oilit ry commissions, however, 
the alleged errors cannot be.considored prejudicial to the subst.-nti-l rights 
of ary of the thirteen accused. 
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■(f) The defense raised the question of jurisdiction; military 
commissions, like military courts in our Federal S 3 ' , stem, are courts of „strictly 
limited jurisdiction. Their powers are only such as are conferred bj'' statute 
(10, U.S.C.A.. 1473, 14^3, Cole. vs. Blankenship, 306, 2nd Ed., 211). Military 
commissions appointed to try war criminals are organized and given their powers 
under GCAP authority. The Commission which tried this case was constituted by 
proper authority and had jurisdiction over the accused and of the offenses with 
which they were charged. The*contention raised by the defense counsel on be¬ 
half of each of the thirteen accused in its brief and motion for .modification 
of the sentences as to each of the accused upon the ground, that jurisdiction 
failed because of the nationality of the alleged victims is without merit. 

The prosecutor in all "Glass D Japanese ‘"sr Crimes Cases," despite the adminis¬ 
trative title of each case, viz., The United States vs. (the accused), is the 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, tvho is authorized by the occupying 
powers to carry ,out the terms of the "Potsdam Declaration," the Japanese accept¬ 
ance thereof, and the "Surrender Agreement," with regard to the trial of sus- 
pected war criminals. The Supreme Co inlander has duly delegated to qualified 
sections of the United States Armed Forces under his control the .tasks of 
carrying out the trials, of providing the commissions and members of the pro¬ 
secution and defense staffs. Simply because the mechanics, of carrying out 
these trials are handled by the United States Army of Occupation does not 
deprive the commissions of their essential international character. They are 
authorized by a representative of all. the Allies, and the commissions which 
hear them are frequent^ composed of personnel furnished b 3 ' the several ocoup 3 »'- 
ing po’-ers (Case Docket No. 68, Narikawa;' Case Docket No. 124, Kato; Case 
Docket No. 84, Yanaru; Case Docket No. 39, Hirata). 

(g) The accused through their defense counsel objected to the 
admission into evidence of affidavits b 3 r former prisoners of war who were 
interned during each of. the accuseds’ assignments at the two camps involved 
herein. Such evidence is expressly admissible under paragraph 5(d)(1)(c), 

DC'P Pcguletions Governing the Trials of Accused v ’ar Criminals, 5 December 
1945. - This portion of SCAD regulations is legal and conforms with the estab¬ 
lished practice in trials bja military commissions as cited above and referred 
to in paragraph d of above. It is natural for American counsel to object to 
this form of evidence; however, one must remember that in our war crimes com-r 
missions we are not trying American citizens. Our citizens are tried in our 
courts by rules of evidence that are peculiar to the desires and demands of 
our own people. Our American system is but one of many employed by the various 
nations'of the world. T "c fl meriea,n3 (U.S.'u) like the jury system; other 
nations, notably Japan, do not favor it, and certain rules of our evidence 

are in direct conflict with those of other countries. Therefore, ACAP rules 
and regulations provide for the organizing and appointing of.commissions to 
try war criminals. The commissions are authorized and impovered to try those 
persons vho have committed crimes, not only against American prisoners of war, 
but also against prisoners of our Allied nations. Under the international 
scope of their jurisdiction and, in some instances, the varied nationalities 
of the members of the commission, to bind them by our rules, the United States 
of 'mcrica rules of evidence, would be unfair and illogical. Especially does 
a. Japanese accused'receive a fair and impartial trial when tried by the rules 
of our commissions, when these are contrasted with the rules of the Japanese 
judicial system (R. 198, 199, 308, 312, 314, 331). 

(h) The objections raised by the defense as to authority to appoint 
a. commission, organization of, end jurisdiction of the commission, to try war 
criminals, hear' and pass upon alleged offenses committed by the accused, as 
enemy nationals, against members of the United States and Allied Armed Forces 

at a time when a state of'war existed between the United States Armed.Forces 
and its' 'Hies, ^nd Japan, and the commission's authority to receive in evidence 
hearsay, affidavits’, and statements has heretofore been passed upon and approved 
bv this Headquarters in numerous reviews. It has’ been held that under SCAP 
rules and regulations the commissions were appointed under legal and proper 
authority and that hearsay, affidavits, and statements were legally and properly 
admitted. It therefore follovis that such objections are without merit, and the 
Commission properly overruled defense objvntions (Case Docket No. 68, U.o. vs. 
Narikawa, January 1948). 
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(i) The .various objections -made by the defense counsel as to the 
rulings and re .narks of the law member do not appear to have been prejudicial 
to the substantial rights of any of' the accused and do not in any respect 
indicate that the law^member's rulings and his comments thereon in any ray 
prejudiced the minds of the other members of the Commission* although such 
yvoluntary•remarks are deemed 'unnecessary. Nevertheless, they have no appearance 
of bias or prejudice or an advanced', formed opinion expressed on the part of 
the law member (R. 581, 575, 699, 627, 824, 858, 943, 950, 957, 959,' 960). 

1) The record" of trial now contains a. certificate of correction 
discIdsing that'at the time the record ‘was signed and authenticated by the 
defense counsel, prosecution and president'of the Commission, the court reporter 
erroneously omitted'from the record of trial the findings of the Commission as 
to Specification 6i of Charge I, as to ( the accused Murakami, The certificate 
discloses that a finding on this specification wai.s made by the Commission in 
closeo. session, two—thirds of the members present a.t the time concurring therein 
and tha.t the finding was announced in open court. ' This emission is now corrected 
by the certificate. 

5. Op ini on; 

(a) - The record is legally sufficient to sustain the findings and 
the sentence imposed by the Commission (R. 1 1009-1017). 

(b) Numerous requests for clemency have been submitted on behalf 
of all of the accused and more especially a.s to Murakami and Saito by members 
of their immediate families,- personal and business friends, and citizens of 
their communities, and religious leaders. These letters for clemency have 
been read and fully considered by the reviewer. They roperr to disclose that 
Murakami and Saito bore the reputations of having been good Japanese citizens. 

It has been considered in reviewing this case that' punishment for other than 
major offenses' does not require the taking of life, but rather a term of imprison¬ 
ment. Opportunity for errors in judgment relating to the findings in an involved 
case do exist and in the c*-se at hand, it has been carefully considered as to 
whether or not the sentence as to Murakami and Saito is excessive for the 
offenses, the responsibilities which they assumed as camp commander and as 

camp physician, and should there be an error on the part of the commission in 
assessing the sentences, then one should reverse the error and permit it to bo 
on the side of mercy. (The: record fully discloses herein that during the tour 
of duty of each of the accused that there wore eighteen deaths at the camps 
involved, one death having occurred prior to ’ urakami' s having taken command, 
throe of the deaths from illness were not charged directly to either Murakami 
or Saito in this case, and at lest six deaths were charged directly to the 
neglect of Saito. Thor., is an abundance of testimony disclosing that Murakami 
permitted, "nd tolerated, as camp co-Timidor, the allowing and countenancing of 
sending rr is oners of war suffering with various maladies to work in the mine 
and sulphur riant vi ho trd for over two Tears, prior to their coming under the 
direct comm-nd of Murakami and Saito, suffered ill-health in former prisoner of 
w; r camos. This knowledge and information as to their physical condition vns 
well-known, and by the t’" 0 . accused admitted. 

(c) Tt is most osscnti-'l in approaching these cases to avoid the 
attitude that just because an individual has died someone must bo to blame. 

The evidence herein discloses that 'urakami, as camp commander, 'nd Saito, as 
camp physician, were frequently responsible, through their gross carelessness 
and neelect, for not assuming full respoosibilitj’' for the protection of and the 
health of the nrisoners of war and for their .failure to inform themselves 
individually as to the then existing conditions and the numerous, offenses which 
were committed. Them cannot now say that they did not contribute to the re¬ 
sulting' deaths, there having been fifteen prisoners of war who' died under their 
command, together ’1th numerous boatings, the misappropriation of nrisoners* 

of r~r rations.^ and numerous other abuses against prisoners of v, ar under their 
guardianship, I ' , 
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,, ‘ ' c h\ rgo or finding of contributing to death, ;, ggr"vating, 

countenancing, though inartificial, is plainly intended to charge 
find whon .considered together, vdth the evidence presented ps has been in 
tnis erso, th't the rets referred to on the part of- 4mrr.kcai.rnd Srito, thrt 
such rets proxismtelr and directly contributed to the '.depths of the prisoners 
ol vrv nrTied in-sold. specif ica.tions against each of the accused. In'instances 
mentioned above, it is considered that each of the accused ms guilty under v.r.r 
crime trial procedure- and evidence, and it is considered -that the essential 
prooi'supporting the charge, was available to each, of the accused before the 
trial so that he .ms cognizant of the fact that .he was being charged vdth

and other. numerous offenses, alleged in the. various specifications and therefor 
v-as not misled as to the various offenses charged. 


(°) It is apparent that when one has directly and proximetely 
contributed to a death, it prod.uces the- same legal result as alleging that 
he h t s directly and proximat ely caused the death. T "ar 'crime concepts are 
not concerned vdth such over-legalistic niceties as the defense urges on this 
point, but only vdth the fundamental end fair protection that civilized nations 
reouire for those accused of war crimes. (Cf, 26, Amor. Jurisprudence, p. 191, 
"Homicide 11 Sec. 43 , 49. See concurring opinion, Ca.sc Docket No. 67, Michizawa 
et al). 

ft) \s to v uraka,mi, in his capacity as canp commander, he had a 
dut’r to protect the prisoners of war j he was in. effect their guardian under 
the Rules of Land ’Varfa.ro and under the then existing, letters and instructions 
of the.Japanese ’rr i-inistrv and Japan's agreement to apply the" provisions of 
the Prisoners of ”ar Convention so far "s practicable to interned civilians 
and enemy military personnel captured. It vrs the duty of Murakami to uso 
due diligence and to determine that the- prisoners of var under his command 
wore'not being mistreated. If he should know, and by his neglect does not 
know, he has committed an offense. The accused Murakami admitted in his 
testimony thr.t he made inspections of the. caps, mill, and sulphur plant’ 
where the prisoners were being worked, that he relied* upon his subordinates. 
Sergeant Miawaki, to keep him informed and advised as to the operation and 
happenings at Yrnano Camp, and that he delegated full and complete authority 
to the accused Saito as to the health and medical attention of the prisoners • 
of war at both camps. He is therefore pppcluded fhom now saying.or disclaiming 
responsibility? for the conduct of his subordinates. If Murakami should .have 
known, -*nd by his neglect did not know, he nevertheless has committed an 
offense. From his admitted inspection trips, no doubt should exist of his 
having been able to acquaint himself vdth the conduct of his subordinates and 
the dutv imposed upon him to have informed himself as to the many mistreatments 
taking place within the mine and the sulphur plant and within the two camps. 
From the evidence in the record of trial, the accused Murakami should have 
realized or could Iwve reasonably knowm that such acts for which he has now 
been convicted were being committed and wore being perpetrated during the 
time he was camp commander, "urakamii had certain responsibilities and if'he 
failed .to perform his duty through his negligence or otherwise to meet the 
situation or to adjust, constrain, or reprimand the offenders and do all that 
was possible to prevent further mistreatment, then he failed in the discharge 
of the duties Imposed l^pon him as camn. commander ( ipplicrtion of Yarnsshita 66, 

3, Ct. 340, 343, 349) • ./ There were approximately sixty proved instances of 
brutal acts in violation of the laws of war upon the part of his subordinates 
and twelve proved, instances of prisoners of wrr dying through- neglect of 
medical attention and being' forced, compelled or sent out to work white in 
an unfit physical condition, which contributed to their deaths or did shorten 
their lives. This in itself is inhuman and certainly is considered a war 
crime against prisoners-of war .) The record is legally sufficient to sustain 
the findings of the Commission and the sentences inT>scd'-a.s against each.of 
the thirteen accused (R. 1009, 1017). 
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(g) The charges and specifications herein against each of the 
thirteen accused allege violations of the laws and customs of war, committed on 
the dates alleged by the individuals accused, who were enemy nationals, against 
members of the Australian and Dutch armed forces at a time when a state of war 
existed between the United States and its Allies, and Japan ."-"Accordingly, the 
Commission, which was appointed to hear the case, had jurisdiction of- the accused 
and the subject matter, under -SC.AP regulations (AH- Q00.5 (5 Dec 45) LS, subject: 
"Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused ,,r ar Criminals" and amendments 
thereto) as established by the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers. The 
Commission was constituted, by proper authority and had jurisdiction of both 

the accused and the offenses. 

(h) - .'Although Japan did not formally adhere to the Prisoners of 
T "ar Convention, nevertheless it did through the Swiss. Government agree to 
apply the nrovisions thereof to prisoners of war under its control and also 
so far as practicable to interned civilians (TM—251). Under the exigencies 

of war, however, g nation may properly be considered bound by the acts of those 
with apparent authority to act, in its name. Especially is this true where 
regularly established neutral channels of information*fire employed, end un¬ 
questionably so when the government concerned Itself has never denied the 
authenticity of the communication whereby its adherence to those particular 
treaties was announced to' the other belligerents (Priggs, The Law of Nations, 
Cases, Documents, and Notes, pp. 4-6-411). The prosecution introduced evidence 
consisting of the testimony,of four prisoners of war who took the witness stand 
and of eighteen affidavits of former prisoners who had been interned in the 
camps -nd were in a. position to know the facts of the .matters in issue, 

(i) Paragraph ten of the Declaration of Potsdam of July 6, 1945, 
states "-"'-"“"•that stern justice shall be meted out to all war criminals including 
those who'visited cruelties•upon prisoners." (U.S. Dept, of State Bulletin, 

Vol. XIII, No. 313, pp. 137, 133)• This Declaration was accepted by the 
Japanese Government by its Note of 10 August 1945 (U.S. Dept, of State Bulletin, 
Voi. XIII, No. 320, p. 205; Application of Yamashita, 66, S. Ct. 3L0, pp„. 345, 
346). 

(j) The charge and specifications against the accused Murakami 
are that he failed to discharge his duty as ca.mp commander to control the 
behavior of his subordinates and permitted them to commit brutal atrocities 
against Australian and Dutch prisoners of war, and his permitting, allowing, 
and countenancing sick prisoners of war to work resulting in the deaths of a 
number of prisoners of ’•• , ar, 'and permitting his subordinates to misappropriate 
r-'tions intended for the use of prisoners of war and the neglect of proper 
medical treatment to numerous prisoners of war under his command, 

(k) . The charge and specifications against the accused Saito are 
that he failed and neglected to perform his duties as a medical officer'and 
as camp physician in neglecting to furnish proper medicines and treatment to 
those prisoners of war suffering with various maladies and. ordering and allow¬ 
ing them to be sent to work while in physically unfit condition^to perform 
labor, thereby resulting in the deaths of a number of prisoners of war j and. . 
his failing to prohibit the- beating of prisoners of war by has subordinates. 

(l) The nrovisions of the Rules of Land "'arfnre plainly impose 
upon the camp commander and the camp physician an affirmative duty to take 
such measures as were within their individual power and appropriate under the 
circumstances to protect the prisoners of war. From the evidence it appears 
that each accused failed to take measures necessary to discharge the duty 
imrosed upon him to control the conduct of members of his command. 

(m) There is sufficient evidence in the record of 'trial, including 
the affidavits received in evidence by the Commission against each of the other 
eleven accused, which conclusively supports the findings of guilty and estab¬ 
lishes their guilt of the offenses alleged and for which they were convicted. 
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(n) The Commission, as a trier of the facts, wns in a position 
to judge the sufficiency of the. evidence before it, and its findings based 
ucon the testimony of the witnesses present in court, together with the affi¬ 
davits of prisoners of war who were ?t the time- confined in the two cajnps and 
who personally knew of the then existing conditions, are supported by r.n 
abundance of evidence and should not be disturbed on review. 

6. Recommen d atio ns; 

) 

(a) The charges and specific-tions against each of the thirteen 
accused herein allege violations of the laws of war and were fully supported 
by evidence. The trial was fair and iust. The sentences of the Commission 
are legal and are not under the evidence presented herein excessive for the 
crimes for which they were convicted, 

(b) The defense has filed motions and briefs herein as to each ■ \ 

of the accused, asking the reviewing authority to set aside, commute, reduce, 1 

or^modifj' - the sentences imposed, so that each accused will receive a. just and 
reasonable sentence commensurate with the degree of his guilt. The reviewer 

is advised th-t the prosecution has indicated that it will not file a. reply 
brief in this case ( Maj or Pood- man ). It is therefore 'recommended that the 
mo'tions as to each of the thirteen accused to modify, commute, or set aside 
the sentences be denied. 

.(c) There were numerous letters and petitions filed seeking clemency 
for the accused. Careful reading of these letters do not suggest any newly 
discovered evidence on behalf of any of tho thirteen accused. Had they been 
considered by the Commission, thev would not justify any change in the findings 
or sentences. The letters and oeitions do not disclose any mitigating circum¬ 
stances or justification for the crimes committed or for Murakami*3 failure 
in command responsibility, or Srito's failure and neglect in the discharge of 
his medical duties. There w^s no letter of recommendation for clemency from 
the Commission. 

(d) The individual sentences as to each accused under the weight 
of the evidence herein are considered adequate for the crimes committed. 

Clemency is not merited. There arc no mitigating circumstances or any justi¬ 
fication for the offenses committed.

(f) It is recommended th--t the sentence as to each'of the thirteen 
accused be approved, Tn compliance with the established policy, owing to the 
length of time each accused has spent in confinement prior to the date of 
sentence, it is recommended that credit be "iven for the length of time de¬ 
signated opposite the name of e-ch accused:

.(h) It is recommended that Sugamo Prison, Tokyo, Honshu, Japan, is the 
appropriate place of confinement of all of the. accused except Murakami and Saito. 

(i) It is-recommended in view of the. proof of .the character of the 
incumbency of Murakami as camp commander and of Saito as camp physician, 
revealing the number of deaths and the cross dereliction of duties directly 
attributable to each of the accused's actions, no sentence less than the 
extreme penalty is conceivable, that the sentence of death as to each be 
approved and the record forwarded to the Supreme Commander for the Allied 
Powers for confirmation, 

7. Action : 

Attached hereto are forms of action designed to carry into effect 
the above recommendations should the." meet with "our approval.

After careful study of the record, briefs and allied papers, I concur 
in general with the statements and recommendations in the foregoing review except 
as hereafter stated: 

Those parts of the findings of guilty of the portions of Specifica¬ 
tion 1, Charge I and Specification 1, Charge II against Murakami which concern 
his failure to provide adequate food and medical treatment should not be approved 
because the Commission led the defense to'believe that said portipns were 
stricken and need not be defended (R. 286, 287). 

Proof that the death of Paul Schute (Specification 1, Charge II, 
ir ur?kami) directly and proximately resulted from the wrongful acts of Murakami 
as alleged was not sufficient to establish the charge beyond a reasonable doubt. 

It was adequately proved, however, that his sickness was aggravated by the fact 
that he was forced to work while ill. 

The Sol death (Specification 1, Charge I, Saito) v;as not proved as 
charged and the finding in this respect should be disapproved. It was not 
established that failure to hospitalize aggravated the illness or was an effi¬ 
cient proximate cause of the death. The Question of professional judgment 
'Involves so many matters of diagnostic decisions which could well have been 
made in good faith that a reasonable doubt of Saito's guilt of a. willful or 
otherwidse criminal offense is raised. 

It should be noted in considering the facts in this case that 
beriberi patients require rest (R. 462, 468, 46?); that failure to allow rest 
is bad for them. -Saito; when at the camps, decided who should go to work or 
who should stayj(\, 506, 737). He admits that denying needed rest to sick 
persons is the same as denying treatment (R. 737).

It should further be considered in determining these issues that 
each participant in an act is liable for a result which may be reasonably 
anticipated (C'*' -260781 Tf Er t SC , - , FER > 50 FR 8). A reasonable oerson not possess¬ 
ing specialized medical knowledge but employing only that common knowledge 
with which all reasonable persons am endowed would be able to determine 
beyond a reasonable ddubt from the evidence >-roperly admitted that the deaths 
mentioned above directly and proximately resulted from acts charged, in which 
the respective accused were oarticipants. Although.death resulted from a 
combination of causes, it is plain that the acts charged were efficient 
producing ones which directly and proximately caused the fatalities. In the 
case of Coupe, for example, the abuse which left.him in such a’helpless con¬ 
dition that he was un-ble to turn his head sufficiently to prevent suffocation 
in bed is dearly the'proxim-te cause of his death. In the last analysis, 
death is ordinarily ce-used by stoppage of the heart; yet no one would say 
that .even though Shock or weakness induced by working a desperately ill mrn 
had caused the heart to stop, the efficient producing cause of death was not 
the act of improoerly working a sick man,. It is common knowledge that forcing 
persons in the physical condition of those prisoners mentioned by name d>ove 
to do manual labor would be likely to result in such an aggravation of their 
sickness as to 1 produce death. In the case of Hyarni, it is clear that his re¬ 
covery was halted '’and his demise precipitated by an arbitrary and vdllful 
withdrawal of vitally heeded available food. 
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In the case of Sullivan, the callous disregard of his compelling 
need ior treatment added to fits enforced employment for a period undoubtedly 
ac cel era. ted his death. ' 

urah^mi warawell acquainted with these tactics and encouraged them, 
. / pei onal example ,Exhibit 23) and exhortation, he encouraged abuses of the 
prisoners ( •,.179). He often inspected (R, 146) and must have seen such things 
as the legs of workers 'swollen to the extent that the edema extended into the 
abdomen^ (R, 43,. All this was in spite of . the fact that it was his grca.t 
responsibility to protect the prisoners as their guardian under the lavra of 
vrr • is described in Defense Exhibit as a very militaristic man, hard 

PJ1 d strict although further considered as straightforward, sincere and fair. 

The evidence reflects the hardness of his character and the callousness of his 
treatment ol his charges. A history of these pitiful wrecks being driven to 
the mines and other work while swolleh vith beriberi, -and suffering from other 
maladies cf fatal possibility, all under the strict rule of this man, is not 
one which calls for clemency. The sentence of death by hanging is believed to 
be appropriate. 

As to Saito, the evidence reveals n different situation. While his 
actions directly and proximately contributed to produce the deaths mentioned 
above, it is anparent that he was influenced somewhat in his malignant actions 
by the overpowering character of Murakami and others (R. 299). It is also 
evident that he did accomplish some good things for the.prisoners * While he 
eagerly participated in the urogram of ca,mp" commander Murakami to drive as 
man”' sick people into the mines as possible, his criminal actions were those 
of r weak person influenced by a strong one. Under these circumstances, it 
is believed that his sentence should bo commuted to life imprisonment. 

The actions of Mishiyama. in wantonly sending sick prisoners ..to work 
and refusing them treatment in the absenbe of Doctor Saito played their part 
in directly and proximately contributing to the deaths of Sullivan and Vnlpied. 

A .more severe sentence than .that of forty years would have been justified, . 

f ;3 to Tanimoto, it is - considered that the conviction of abuses 
involved in seven' specifications, none of which resulted in death or permanent 
injury, do not justify a. sentence of confinement in excess of twenty years. 

Appropriate actions to implement these recommendations, if approved, 
are attached.
